“Why is it that no invitations were sent 
to farmers or industrial organizations?’ IL 
asked Congressman Patterson this morn- 
ing.

The introductory chapter, 
were to the Story of the sound money con- 
vention, Was written today in the meeting 
of the Tennessee Bankers’ Association 
which was held in the criminal courtroom 
in the government Duilding. The Hon 
Josiah Patterson welcomed the bankers to 
the city and in concluding his remarks 
urged them to run the Politics of the coun- 
try. He may not fave put it quite as 
strong as that, but that is what he meant 
This is Josiah's day in court. I believe I 
referred last night to Boggs being the 
king of the carnival. In that I aid Josiah 
an unintentional injustice. To him belongs 
that honor. it was he who got this thing 
up; it is he who is consulted in everything. 
His word goes. He was the big man at 
the meeting of the bankers togay and at 
the banquet to the bankers tonight, and it 
is expected that tomorrow the secretary of 
the treasury, recognizing the paramount 
importance of the gentleman from the 
tenth Tennessee district, will be glad to 
refer to the work being done by “me and 
Josiah.”’ 

For Gold Monometallism. 


If the ideas of Congressman Patterson 
prevail—and there is every reason to be- 
lieve that they will—the result of tomor- 
row’s convention will be: 

A bold declaration for gold monometal- 
- lism—no ifs and ands; no state banks, and 
na international agreement foolishess. 

He declared yesterday very boldly on 
these lines today. Just afger he had wel- 
comed the bankers I had half an hour’s 
talk with him. I asked him about the con- 
vention and what it would do. “You will 
speak, of course,”’ I suggested. “No,” said 
he, “I do not expect to. My idea is that 
there should bo no speaking except by 
Secretary Carlisle. Then we should adopt 
ringing resolutions and go home.” 

“What will be the effect of these resolu- 
tions?” | 

“They will be a strong declaration in 
favor of the maintenance of the present 
+ standard of values. I am frank to say,” 
he continued, “that I dp not believe there 
can be, any double standard. I belleve we 
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the preface as it 
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| one in which we stand squarely to our 


real principles.” 
Of Course There Will Not Be, 

“Will there be a declaration for bimetal- 
lism by international agreement?” 

“What's the use for declaring for such 
a thing?’ was his forceful rejoinder. ‘‘We 
all know that such a thing is impossible.” 

I suggested to him that there was an 
effort on the part of the administration 
and other gold forces in our section of 
the south to inject the state bank question 
into the discussion with the evident pur- 
pose of distracting the attention of the 
people from the main issue. 

‘IT am opposed to that,’ said he, very 
positively. “I am opposed to injecting 
anything into this convention and into 
resolutions upon which the sound 
money people are divided. They are badly 
divided wpon that question of state banks. 
What we must do is to make an un- 
mistakable declaration in favor of the 
maintenance of the present standard. We 
can all stand on that.’’ 

A Rich Man’s Convention. | 

Then it was that he went on to explain 
how the invitations had been sent out 
and why it was that no farmers and no 
workimgmen were among the expected. 
He denied the very generally believed, ru. 
rumor that money and railroad passes had 
been used to increase the attendance here, 
adding: “The men who will be here can 
pay their own expenses. If any of them 
come and haven’t money enough to get 
back to their homes they will have to 
walk.’’ 

So the programme is: 
Carlisle, the cheers for Cleveland, the 
adoption of resolutions and adjournment. 
That is unless there is a break of some 
kind. It is barely ‘possible that some of 
those who come may still be nursing the 
belief that they are bimetailists and will 
insist on the international agreement blind 
being kept up. Then it is possible that 
some of the state bank men will not be as 
easily pacified as now expected, and 
especially is it possible that the men who 
come with the idea of having a hand ina 
discussion will not be satisfied with the 
mere leave to print the carefully pre- 
pared speeches that are tucked away in 
their valises. The probabilities are, how- 
ever, that the Patterson programme. will 
go through all right. Of course he will 
be called for, and so will General Catch- 
ings, of Mississippi, who came in tonight, 
though the indorses Josiah’s idea 
that there speech but Car- 
lisle’s.

ATLANTA- IS PULLING FOR THEM 


Mempbis Is in the Race, Too—General 
Clement A. Evans and Judge Cal- 
houn Represent This City. 


Hiouston, Tex., May 22.—The fifth annual 
reunion of the United Confederate Veter- 
ans was formally inaugurated at the Win- 
nie Davis auditorium by General Gordon 
this morning amidst scenes which will be 
remembered long after the last veteran of 
the cause commemorated today has re- 
turned to dust and ‘the last of the great 
leaders in that immortal conflict have 
passed away. 

In an ever-increasing stream the crowds 
have been pouring into Houston from every 
quarter of the union, regular and special 
trains, bringing with them tattered battle 
flags and enthusiastic hearts; bringing with 
them the sacred memories and yet more 
sacred scars of hard fought battlefields and 
the determination to meet and mingle cnce 
more with their comrades in arms before 
they bow to the final conquerer. 

This climax in the matter of numbers was 
reached this morning, and tonight there are 
not less than 320,000 visitors in Houston. 
They are elbowing each other in the streets 
and the hotels in cosmopolitan conglomer- 
Veterans, crippled and  decrepid, 
with daughters of the confederacy, 


ation. 
mingle 
Wearing their jaunty costumes of confedere- 
ate gray, while here and there a dark cum- 
plexion and long black hair betoken the 
American Indian. 

At every possible opportunity the old vet- 
erans gather around their respective Icad- 
ers and shake their hands with coriial 
Warmth, infrequently with tears in 
their eyes. 

The morning began with a drizzling rain, 
which, with few intervals, has prevailed all 
day, dampening the clothes but not 
ardor of the thousands of veterans who 
never failed to respond to the. stirring 
Strains of the numerous bands which are 
playing war melodies all over the city. 

Gordon's Welcome. 

Nine o’clock was the hour at which the 
convention was to have been opened, but 
s0 cordial were the veterans in their greet- 
ings to General Gordon and others that it 
was nearly 11 o’clock when the command- 
er mounted the platform. The auditorium, 
which is a beautiful piece of architecture, 
is decorated:inside with hundreds of tlags 
and ‘yard after yard of bunting, while a 
row of palmetto-leaves ornament the edge 
of the huge platform. 

There was a deafening roar of 
when General Gordon mounted the 
form. He bowed his acknowledgement, and 
as the band struck up “Dixie’ the enthu- 
siasm rose still higher. Seated on _ the 
platform were the members of General 
Gordon's staff and the major generals of 
the divisions, each with his respective staff. 
There were also a large number of ladies. 
Near General Gordon sat Governor Culber- 
son, Mayor Brown, Chaplain General J. W. 
Jones, Professor W. B. Cleveland, General 
S. Db. Lee and others. 

The convention was opened with prayer 
by the chaplain generai, in which he in- 
voked the blessing of God on the delibera- 
tions of the assembly and asked that the 
God of Israel and of Jefferson Davis would 
raise up friends to care for the veterans in 
their declining years. 

Professor Cleveland then introduced Gov- 
ernor Culberson, who welcomed the dele- 
gates and friends to Texas. He paid a 
high tribute to southern valor and the jus- 
tice of the southern cause, scying that it 
was the proudest eventgof his official ca- 
reer to welcome the veterans to this ree 
union. 

Mayor Browne followed in a brief ad.- 
dress, bidding the visitors welcome to the 
city. 

General Gordon then rose to respond to 
the addresses of welcome. It was the signal 
for another outburst of cheers from the 
throats of the 10,009 people who were as- 
sembled in the vast auditorium, each state 
under its respective banner. It was some 
time before the speaker could be heard. He 
spoke as follows: : 

General Gordon’s Speech. 
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zovernor, Dir. Mayor, Comrades and My quarantine station at 


Fellow-Countrymen-elt is my official duty 
and high privilege to respond in behalf of 
my comrades to this gracious welcome and 
tender of munificent hospitality by the city 
of Houston and state of Texas. When [I 
have said that they are characteristic of 
this city and state my language is capable 
of no stronger expression What higher’® 
tribute could be paid to this great people 
than:to say that their hospitality is worthy 
of Texas? Around the name and history 
of Texas are gathered associations glorious 
and hallowed; and in her subsequent ca- 
reer are centered high hopes of richest 
contributions to the future of the republic. 
In fifty years of statehood she has risen to 
a commanding position among her sisters, 
and the imagination can scarcely keep pace 
with her assured progress in the fifty years 
to come. With a genial climate and im- 
perial domain; with a soil not only ex- 
haustless in its fertility, but which, like 
responsive charity, answers with more 
lavish abundance as the demands upon it 
become more exacting; with a history rich 
in the memories of her Alamo, her Goliad 
and her San Jacinto, as well as in the 
deeds of her Houston, her Austin, her 
Travis and her Lamar; with a proud heri- 
tage of valor and heroism bequeathed by 
her intrepid sons in the mighty conflict of 
the sixties; with some of the best blood 
of the republic in the veins of her people, 
whose indomitable energy and lofty spirit 
are eugaled only by their pricely hospital- 
ity—with all these splendid endowments 
by nature, by her history and by the char. 
acteristics of Her sons and daughters, that 
Optimistic prophet would predict for her a 
career so glorious as to be beyond her rea. 
sonable ambition. 

“The assemblage of these war-scarred 
veterans in this war-scarred state recalls 
a striking contrast in their war histories. 
Sixty years ago Texas won her fight for 
independence. Thirty years ago these ex= 
confederates lost the fight for seperate na- 


tionality, but Texas’ victories were not more 


glorious and grand than were these brave 
men around me in their overwhelming de- 
feat. Texas’ victories won her way to 
statehood and has placed her in the front 
rank of states. These confederates, crush- 
ed and disbanded as soldiers, addressed 
themselves to the duties of citizens.with a 
conservatism so conspicuous, a patriotism 
so true and broad, a fidelity to the decis-

“We, citizens of Charleston, in meeting 
assembled for the purpose of thanksgiving 
and for asking the direction of the Al- 
mighty God, wouid submit the following 
resolutions: 

“Whereas, The efforts put forth by the 
negro ministers of the state of South Caro- 
line have thoroughly aroused our people 
to legitimate acts of self-defense, and 
through the employment of the best legal 
talent, as suggested in the address of the 
ministers’ union, which assembled in Co- 
ery in February last, seconded by earn- 
est @fforts of our congressman, the case 
against the registration laws of the state 
of South Carolina has been prosecuted, 
and a decision against said laws in the 
United Gtates court has ‘been secured; 
therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That we express our gratitude 
in securing through the United States 
court such a far-reaching decision as that 
pronounced by Judge Nathan Goff, in 
Which said laws are declared unconstitu- 
tional; that we recognize the hand of God 
in the matter and the importance of earn- 
est work, coupled with faith in Him, 
whose power can overcome injustice and 
oppression in this fight for right and jus- 
tice; that in Him we repose our confidence.

It is ‘reported that the’ Spanish’ mMan-or-

Dr: Porter says that this is not 
the first time the state quarantine agents 
have detained a war for three ade- 
mirals of the United States navy have been 
detained in Key West with their flagships 
at different times. There is no more dan- 
ger this year, in Dr. Porter’s opinion, of 
yellow fever being introduced into the 
etate from Cuba than any season hereto- 
fore, as the Same precautions are taken 
and the quarantine is rigidly enforced. 
According to the reports of the agent of 
the state board of health stationed in 

Hlavana there are at present fewer cas¢s 
of yellow fever in Cuba than there were 
at the same time last year.

SENT THE VESSELS BACK. 


A Hitch Between the federal and Mis- 
Sissippi Quarantine Departinent. 

Washington, May 22.—The state authori- 
ties of Mississippi are paying but little at- 
tention to the order ot the treasury de- 
partment regarding the proper quarantine- 
ing of vessels arriving from yellow fever 
infected ports. A few days ago the 
schooners Eleanor and E. A. Gaskill ar- 
rived at Scranton, Miss., from Cuban ports. 
The vessels had been detained for five days 
at the state quarantine station, but the 
marine hospital officer at Scranton did not 
consider that the ships had complied with 
the recent regulations issued by the treas- 
ury department and recommended thai 
they be sent back to the United States 
Ship island, Missis- 
thirty miles from Scranton. The 
owners considered the order irksome ana 
appealed to Washington. After consider- 
ing the matter the collector of customs at 
Scranton was directed to permit the ves- 
sels to enter, provided the marine hospital 
officers considered it advisable. They 
recommended it and the vessels will enter. 
tt is stated that the quarantine officers 
receive fees for their services, hence they 
use all their endeavors to induce vessels to 
ignore the Unitd States regulations. Dr. 
Wyman contends that the state officials 
have not the facilities for properly disin- 
fecting vessels from yellow fever districts 
and the only safe way to keep yellow fever 
out of the southern states is to Strictly 
enforce national quarantine.

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CUBANS DOUBT IT, 


They Do Not Believe That Marti and 
Gomez Are Dead. 


DECLARE IT IS A CAMPOS FAKE. 


He Started the Story That General 
Maceo Was Killed, 


MACEO TURNED UP LATER

Newsp: psr Correspondents Are Prohibited 
from Having Any Communication 
With the Insurgents 


Jacksonville, Fla.. May 22.—A special to 
The Timies-Union from Tampa, Fla., says: 

“An official telegram was received by the 
Spanish consul this afternoon saying: ‘The 
news of Marti’s death is confirmed.’ 

“The leaders of the Cuban revolutionary 
movement here state they do not believe the 
report that Marti has been killed. They say 
several times news has been sent out by 
Spanisu authorities that Cuban leaders were 
killed and afterwards these same leaders 
would turn up all right. Colonel Figuerado, 
the acknowledged leader of the revolution- 
ary movement in this city, said late to- 
night: 

'**We have received no infcrmation furth- 
er than what the papers publish and what 
it is said the telegram to the Spanish con- 
sulate here stated we are not prepared to 
accept as true. In the first place, it is not 
likely that Marti would engage in a battle, 
as his position before the country is that of 
a diplomat and not a general. In the sec- 
ond place, the Cubans esteem the vaiue of 
his services too highly to allow him to ex- 
pase himself to the enemy in this way. In 
the third place, Spanish reports have had 
Maceo and Gomez both killed and yet 
they are alive. Yet Marti’s death is not 
impossible, but it is improbable.’ 

‘Rivero, editor of Cuba, said: ‘It is not 
true, judging from what we know of the 
situation. Marti is not likely to expose 
himse'f in battle. The people would not 
let; him, besides the Spaniards have had 
our courageous leaders killed several times? 
and the reports turned out to be untrue,’ ”’

A cablegram from Key West, Fla., states 
that passengers by the steamship Mascotte 
tonight from Havana confirm the report of 
Marti’s death. They state that the battle 
occurred on the 20th, between Beja and 
Dos Rios.

They were defeated 
by Colonel Sandoval after a hotly con- 
tested fight, lasting one hour and a half, 
resulting in the killing of Marti, whose 
body has been identified. The insurgents 
made a brave effort to recover the body, 
but! were driven off by the troops. All of 
Matti's..private correspondence. Masegpund 
upon his body. Besides the killing of 
Marti, several other leaders are reported 
kiiled whose names are unknown. It is 
rumored that Gomez was captured, but the 
report lacks confirmation. According to 
late advices Gomez was going toward 
Melones and Rompe. The insurgents also 
lost| fourteen . privates killed and many 
wounded, The Spanish lost five killed and 
seven wounded. It is stated in La Lucha of 
the! 2ist instant that neither Gomez nor 
Marti is on the island. 

Campos has issued strict orders 
newspaper reporters having communica- 
tion with insurgents under severe penalties. 
The Government Report of the Battle. 

Havana, May 22.—The government has is- 
sueii a report of the fight which occurred 
between the Spanish troops and the insur- 
gents on the bank of the river Contramaes- 
tre on Monday, which says: 

“A band of insurgents numbering 7, led 
by Jose Marti, Gomez, Maceo and Borrero, 
were met by a force of government troops 
between Palmas and Remanganaguas and 
pursued to Dos Rias y bBijas, where a battle 
was fought. The insurgents were driven 
from their position, losing fifteen dead and 
many wounded and prisoners. The insur- 
gents strenuously endeavored to prevent 
the capture of the dead body if their leader, 
Marti. The government loss was five killed 
and seven wounded.”’ 

The prisoners declare that Maximo Gomez 
was either kille@ or wounded in the fight, 
but Cubans here doubt the statement, say- 
ing that Gomez and Marti were a hundred 
miles went of Dos Riasy Bijas, which is 
east of Mayamo. 

Report of Marti’s Death Confirmed. 

Madrid, May 22.—A dispatch from Ha- 
vana to The Imperial confirms the report 
of the death of the rebel leader, Jose 
Marti, who has been mentioned as ‘“‘presi- 
dent of the imaginary republic of Cuba.”’ 
General Martinez Campos has signed an 
order for the establishment of fifty-six 
elementary schools.

Fava Complains to the 
partment of State. 
Washineton, May 22.—Yesterday the de- 
partment of state, at the instance of Baron

ians who had contracted in New York 
to work for the Southwestern Virginia Im- 
provement Company as stone cutters, it 
was represented, were being ill-treated, de- 
prived of food and delayed by force at 
Pocahontas; that the company Was en- 
deavoring to force them to work in the 
coal mines in the place of striking miners, 
contrary to their contract, and that Vir- 
ginia troops were coercing them. The de- 
partment requested the governor to in- 
stitute a prompt investigation and give 
due protection in case of need. 

This morning the department received 
a telegram from Governor O’Ferrall say:ng 
that he had communicated with the com- 
mandant of Virginia troops at Pocahontas 
and had been informed by him that rations 
were issued daily to Italians and that there 
was no suffering or destitution. The gov- 
ernor also said that 134 were at work and 
106, not desiring to work, were put upon 
the cars and returned to New York, add- 
ing that he was sure these men were put 
under guard simply as a precautionary 
measure. These tacts were promptly 
communicated to Baron Fava. 


Diplomatic Relations Resumed. 

London, May 22.—A dispatch from Yoko- 
hama to The Globe says: Diplomatic rela- 
tions between Japan and China have been 
resumed, Mr, Hayaski, vice secretary of 
foreign affairs, nas been appointed minis- 
ter to Peking, Bokuyeko has been appoint- 
ed acting premier of Corea.

No one was hurt and only the glass was 
smashed. 

As train No. 1 on the Louisville and 
Nashville was leaving the city this morn- 
ing a number of rocks were thrown into 
windows near the Sloss furnaces by the 
mysterious person. 

Several telegraph wires in the- same lo- 
tality were also cut and damaged. 

In the course of the investigation it was 
learned that a negro was seen climbing 
and descending some of the telegraph yoiles 
in the vicinity. The negro was said to, be 
Percy Fowler, who lived in the furnace 
quaiters, and thither the officers repaired. 

Fowler was in bed when the officers ar- 
rested him. When accused of the mischief 
he only laughed. He refused to talk and 
made antics that tead the officers to velieve 
that he is not mentally sound.

LUCIUS WILLIAMS REPORTED DEAD 


The Deputy Marshals Who Shot Him

- Macon, Ga., May 22.—(Special.)--The sec- 
ond @ay’s session of the middle Georgia 
anti-barroom conveniion was move largely 
attended and more interesting than the 
session of yesterday.

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William Connell Shot to Death by a: 
Pursuing Posse, 


SHERIFF DUNHAM’S MURDER AVENGED 


His Slayer Resisted Arrest, Showed Fight 
and Was filled With Bullets—Excite- 
ment in Montgomery County. 


Dublin, Ga., May 22.—(Special.)—William 
Connell, who shot Sheriff George Dunham, 
of Montgomery, dead Monday night, was 
riddled with bullets this morning by a pur- 
suing party. 

The murder of Sheriff Dunham was 
wanton and deliberate in its details. The 
true facts of the case are these. Dunham 
had a warrant for the arrest of William 
Connell, charged with beating his wife in 
a shocking manner. The sheriff went to 
Connell’s home to arrest him. Dunham 
paused at the gate and hailed Connell. 
Aware that it was the sheriff, Connell 
opened the door cautiously and fired both 
barrels of a double-barreled shot gun at 
him. The contents entering the sheriff's 
‘head, tore both eyes out. With a shriek 
the sheriff dropped dead in his tracks. 

AS soon as the news of the shocking 
tragedy spread the people of the county 
turned out en masse to hunt the murderer 
down. 
in every direction. Connell was surround- 
ed this morning near a swamp. He re- 
sisted arrest and made an attempt to shoot 
some of his captors. They were enraged 
and fired into him, riddling his bcdy. 

Sheriff Dunham was one of the most 
courageous officers in the state and was 
very popular. Two years ago just before 
the five Scuffletonians were executed at 
Mount Vernon, an attempt was made by 
a mob to storm the jail and secure the 
prisoner. A Methodist conference was be- 
ing held in the town at the time. Going 
over to the church Sheriff Dunham hastily 
pressed into service a delegation of minis- 
ters and with them defended the lives of 
his cowering prisoners. For this piece of 
bravery ex-Governor Northen wrote a 
complimentary letter, praising him highly. 
The people of this county are wrought up 
about the sad affair. Sheriff Dunham 
leaves a wife and several children. The 
funeral took place today and was witnessed 
by an immense throng.

A Dublin Man Telegraphs To Have J. 
A. Davis, of Aflanta, Arrested. 

Dublin, Ga., May 22.—(Special.)—On De- 
cember 24th a gentleman named James A. 
Davis, president of the Atlanta Water 
Wheel Company, called at the residence 
of E. M. Whitehead, of the firm of 
Whitehead & Brown, livery men, for the 
purpose of selling him a turbine water 
wheel. After talking the matter over, Mr. 
Davis decided to take in payment for the 
wheel a pair of fine horses and a buggy. 
Mr. Davis drove to Atlanta and in a short 
time returned to Dublin, telling Mr. White- 
head that one of the horses was slow of 
gait and desired another. Mr. Whitehead 
consented to the exchange after Davis said 
he would give him $40 extra for the horse. 
During this trip Mr. Davis visited the grist 
mill of Linder & Clark and sold a wheel 
to these gentlemen, receiving part cash 
and the balance, $130, in notes. 

Mr. Whitehead has the notes in his pos- 
session, he having traded for them. Mr. 
Whitehead waited until Friday, and 
not hearing anything of his wheel, wrote 
to Mr. Davis. The latter answered that 
it would be sent immediately. It never 
came and another letter was sent by Mr. 
Whitehead stating that if the horses and 
buggy were not forthcoming at once the 
courts of Laurens county wouid take the 
case in hand. Mr. Davis answered, say- 
ing his firm Kept its contracts. Mr. 
Whitehead began to grow impatient and 
today heard that Mr. Davis was in Ath- 
ens and the animals were in a sorry plight. 
He wired the chief of police, Oliver, -to 
apprehend Mr. Davis. Before the chief re- 
ceived the telegram Mr. Davis had gone 
to Carrollton. Mr. Whitehead’s outfit is 
valued at $360 and Linder & Clark are out 
nearly $200 by the operation. Mr. White- 
head says he is determined to have Mr. 
Davis punished.

Ex-Mayor Hewitt Declares That It Has 
No Chance Before the Country. 

London, May 22.—‘“It is my op:nion that 
the democratic party is dead,’’ said ex- 
Mayor Hewitt, of New York, today to an 
Associated Press correspondent, ‘“‘It has 
no show whatever before the country. AS 
I told somebody the other day, it needs a 
new birth—it must be born again.”’ 

Being asked what he thinks of the Lexow 
investigation, he remarked: 

“I do not regard the investigation thus 
far as having resulted in any final dec-sion 
respecting the regeneration of the police 
force. It is, however, a step in the right 
direction. When I was mayor of New York 
thé force was corrupt, but my hands were 
tied and I did not have the power to pre- 
vent the corruption. The force is now 
thoroughly frghtened, and, 1 have no 
doubt, has ceased levying blackmail on dis- 
orderly places. But there are still too 
many dishonest men connected with ine 
department to make it capable of any Ler- 
manent good.” 

Mr. Hewitt was asked who he thinks will 
be the next republican candidate for the 
presidency. He smiled, and said: 

“You might as well ask me q@#hich way 
the wind will blow tomorrow.” 

Mr. Hewitt starts for the continent to- 
night. 

W. C. Whitney, ex-secretary of the navy, 
and daughter and Miss Southgate, Mrs. 
W. K. Vanderbilt, son and daugnter, Pierre 
Jay, Ogden Goelet and family and ex- 
Mayor Hewitt have been at Hotel Bristol 
since Saturday. 

Ex-Secretary Whitney was also asked for 
an opinion on American politics. He re=- 
plied that he had been absent from Amer- 
ica six months and had been in Egypt en- 
joying three months of sunshine. 

“Consequently,”’ he continued, “Tam very 
rusty on all American matters. The fact 
is, I have scarcely seen an American news- 
paper in that time.” 

“Do you regard the situation in the United 
States as favorable t@ the democrats?” 

“I do, indeed. You see the country is 
all the while becoming more educated on 
the vital question of the tariff. The dem- 
ocratic party has helped the question along 
in the right direction. You w li find that the 
republican party will make many mistakes 
when it comes to deal with the question. 
The republicans dare not lilve up to any 
high tariff plank they may insert in their 
platform. They will not dare two years 
hence to go before the country with any 
McKinley bill, unless in a vastly modified 
form. You will find that in the next two 
years President Cleveland will stand be- 
tween bth parties as a safe, conservative 
element. 

“I am entirely out of politics myself 
now. In fact, my last appearance was at 
the Chicago national democratic -convep- 
tion in 1892. After the New York demo- 
cratic state convention im February, of 1892, 
I came here and had no intention of taking 
an active part in the campaign, but before 
the national convention in July I became 
punctured with an idea that I must go home 
and put my shoulder toe the wheel. There 
was only one man for the democrats and 
the situation, and that was Cleveland. 
So I left my family in Paris and went 

me.”

Tho National Fencibles Passed Through 
—Aulanta Last Night. 


CAPTAIN DOMER TALKS OF THE DRILL 


Which Caused 


Tells of the Mistake 
tLe 


the Fencibl se To Lose 
Cham pionstip. 


Atlanta was invaded by two military 
companies last night that have won dis- 
tinction in several drills of national irme- 


portance. 

The companies were the National Fenci- 
bles, of Washington, D. C., and the Mor- 
ton Cadets, of the same city. The compa- 
nies were on their return home from the 
big drill and encampment at Memphis, 
where the Morton Cadets won the second 
prize, and the Fercibles, to the regret of 
thousands of friends throughout the coun- 
try, failed to capture the first prize, as 
many military men confidently expected 


them to do. 

The Fencibles went to Memphis as the 
champions and owing toc an unfortunate 
mistake they were forced to surrender it 
to the Thurston Rifles, of Omaha, Neb. 
The Fencibles have attended all of the 
prize drills of any note for years and won 
the championship by ‘hard work and ex- 
cellent drilling When the con:pany an- 
nounced its intention of ertering the drill 
at Memphis there were few that did not 
expect it to win. The two companies re- 
mained over just long enough to take a 
hasty supper at Durand’s and then con- 
tinued their trip homeward. 

The Fencibes were under the command 
of Captain C. 8S. Domer and Lieutenants 
W. E. Crist and W. A, Dunn. Captain 
Demer is a young man with a splendid 
military appearance and is an excellent 
officer. The unfortunate mistake that is 
said to have caused the loss of the cham- 
pionship to the company was made by 
him. 

“We were unfortunate enough to lose the 
prize,’ he said last night, ‘‘and of course 
we all regret it and no one more than I 
do. The mistake that caused us to fail 
Was due to my error, as I failed to give 
the commands. 

‘“‘During the drill I turned over two pages 
of the programme at one time. The page 
that [ did not see contained several move- 
ments and as a matter of course the com- 
pany did not execute them, as I did not 
give the commands. This caused us to be 
marked zero on these movements and I 
suppose ‘“ed us the loss of the prize.” 

The Fencibles are a fine looking lot of 
soldiers. Their uniform is pretty and the 
company is an exceptionally strong organi- 
zation. 

The Morton Cadets. 

The Morton Cadets, the second prize 
Winliers, were under the command of Cap- 
tain Schilling and came in on the same 
train, over the Southern railroad, that 
brought the Fencibles. The company was 
ramed in honor of Hon. Levi P. Morton 
and is composed of young men almost en- 
tirely. ‘The Cadets put up an excellent drill 
and pushed the winners of the first prize 
hard. The soldiers all said they had an 
exceedingly pleasant trip and were royally 
treated all along the route and in Memphis, 
Loo. 

“We were treated like lords in Memphis,” 
Captain Domer, “and in fact had so 
much attention shown us that the boys did 
not have much time for actual work.” 

Colonel Kellogg Has Returned. 

“ Yesterday morning Colonel Kellogg, of 
Fort McPherson, returned from the camp. 
While there he was tendered every post- 
tion of honor possible and was in com- 
mend of the entire camp. There were two 
companies of infantry, one of cavalry and 
one of artillery, from the regular army at 
the camp. 

The infantry was detailed to attend the 
drill from Fort McPherson. These men 
will reach here todav and will su at once 
to the post. The two Washington com- 
panies had about one hundred men, in- 
the officers. Mr. W. H. Tayloe, 
of the Southern, looked after them while 
they were here.

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Wiping Out Sectionalism. 

It is impossible to read the accounts 
in our bews columus of the great eon- 
federate reunion at Houston without 
feeling that in this year of grace the 
last vestige of sectionalism and the 
last of the old war issues are about 
to be wiped out forever. 

The streets of Houston today are 
bright with the blended colors of the 
union and the confederacy. Arm in 
arm, the veterans who wore the blue 
and the gray may be met at every turn, 
and the soldiers of the regular army 
are participating in the parades-of the 
confederate veterans. The enthusiasm 
evoked by the presence of the daugh- 
ters of Lee and Davis and the great 
generals of the confederacy pervades 
the air and the warm-hearted south- 
erners are cheering General Schofield, 
the commander of the federal army and 
the other distinguished union veterans 
who have joined bim in this graceful 
recognition of the valor and the patriot- 
ism of the soutbern soldiers. 

This reunion is an event of. national 
importance, and it is the keynote to our 
future history and politics. It is not 
a glorification of either side; it is simply 
the mutual recognition by representa- 
tive northerners and southerners, union 
soldiers aind members of the Grand 
Army of the Republie and confederate 
veterans of the loyalty, bravery and 
patriotism of both sides. Above this 
scene floats the banner of the republic 
and there’ is not a spectator who would 
not shed his heart’s blood in its de- 
fense. 

Next week a somewhat similar event 
will oceur in Chicago, when a stately 
monument to the confederate dead of 
Camp Douglas will be dedicated with 
imposing ceremonies. There, as in 
Houston, the ex-confederates and ex- 
federals will fraternize and march in 
the same procession. The regular army 
and the Grand Army of the Republic 
will participate, and the prominent con- 
federates who will attend from all parts 
of the south will be cordially greeied 
by the most distinguished surviving 
generals of the union army. 

Now it will be impossible for extrem- 
ists, north or south, to minimize the 
significance of these gatherings. They 
are in the nature of a spontaneous up- 
rising of the American people against 
the perpetuation of the old passions 
and prejudices which in the past came 
so near wrecking our republic. Here- 
after the press and the politicians will 
fight shy of the old sectional and war 
issues, for they are now put upon no- 
tice that the people are tired of them. 
The north and south have come to a 
better understanding, and their sons 
stand shoulder to shoulder under one 
flag, working for one country and one 
destiny. When the followers of Grant 
and Lee unite in the exercises at Hous- 
ton and Chicago there is no longer any 
room in this country for the narrow 
sectionalists who would keep up the 
bitter strife of a generation ago. Grant’s 
appeal, “let us have peace,” has at last 
been realized. 


Why Not Lock Them Up? 

The president of a St. Louis bank has 
issued an order forbidding his clerks 
from attending horse races under pen- 
alty of dismissal. 

He says that he does not want his 
employes to be led into temptation, and 
he is afraid that if they go to races 
they will bet, lose their own money, 
and finally use their employer’s funds 
in the hope of recovering their losses. 

The St. Louis banker does not go far 
enough. He should look up his em- 
ployes and keep them under guard all 
the time. If they are allowed their lib- 
erty they will be subject to many temp- 
tations. Suppose they go into society, 
fall in love, become politically ambi- 
tious or pick up some fad which costs 
money? These things have caused men 
to fall and bank clerks should be kept 
away from them. 

The only safe way of dealing with 
clerks who handle money is to keep 
them securely confined, and it might be 
a good idea to shave their heads and 
force them to wear a peculiar garb 


which would make it easy to designate . 


them if they should eseape. It is utter 
nonsense to bar them out from the 
races and leave every other temptation 
open to them. . 

But the clerks might refuse to sub- 
mit to ‘such restrictions. This is possi- 
ble but nof probable. Clerks who are 
willing to submit to the prohibition in 
--—spegard to horse races would submit to 
-—séagpytiffng. If they wili yield one point 
—-s - they will yield another. If they will 

gt the command of their employers give 
pledge never to go to a race, they will 
romise never to call on @ girl, marry, 
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else that will tempt them to inerease 


their expenditures. But we very seri- 
ously doubt the willingness of the St. 
Louis banker's clerks to yield to his 
first demand. Would it not be better 
for him to employ men of kuown char- 
acter at good wages? 

A Muddled Contemporary. 

An evening contemporary quotes from 
our issue of the 21st this paragraph 
from an editorial: 

The great moving power of the single gold 
ftandard in the world today is the English 
government. There arc two reasons for this. 
In the first place, England is the great 
creditor nation of the world. The balance 
ef the world owes Great Britain over $10,- 
000,000,000. 

After pounding into its readers the 
umazing fact that The Constitution for 
the one-millionth time has admitted 
that England is the creditor nation of 
the world at large, our contemporary 
clips the following from another edito- 
rial in our issue of the 21st: 

If we are exporting to England four times 
the amount in value of our imports from 
that country, why should we adopt the 
policy of a debtor country, almost hopeless- 
ly involved? 

Our contemporary saw something so 
inconsistent in these two paragraphs 
that it commented on them in a leading 
editorial, and revamped them in parallel 
columns and then rehashed them in a 
squib. 

The statements made in The Constitu- 
tion’s two editorials of the same date 
will stand. They state two well-known 
facts in very plain English, viz, that 
England is the “great ereditor nation 
of the world,” but that “we export to 
her four times the amount in value of 
our imports from that country.” After 
making this last statement we ask the 
very natural question: “Why should 
we adopt the policy of a debtor nation 
almost hopelessly involved?’ This can 
mean but one thing, and that is that 
ours is not “a debtor nation hopelessly 
involved,” and therefore it is not com- 
pelled to act like a debtor nation and 
submit to the financial domination of 
England. - 

We have always harped upon the 
fact that England is the “great credit- 
or nation of the world,” and we 
have maintained at the same _ time 
that England buys more of eur pro- 
ducts than we do of hers, and that it 
would be folly for us to act in our deal- 
ings with her as though we were “a 
debtor nation. almost hopelessly in- 
volved,” when we are in point of fact 
independent of England. This is the 
gist of our contention plainly stated, 
‘and our muddled contemporary may 
print it in big type, for it is a good 
thing to keep before the public, and 
we expect to make it prominent, 

Yes, gentlemen, we repeat that “Ieng- 
land is the great creditor nation of the 
world. The balance of the world owes 
Great Britain over $10,000,000,000." Yet 
while this is true, we must again ask 
the question: 3 

If we are exporting to England four times 
the amount in value of cur imports from 
that country, why should we adopt the 
policy of a debtor country, almost nopeless- 
ly involved? 

in other words, why should we act 

like a debtor country? If our contem- 
porary does not see the point, then it 
is “hopelessly involved” in a mighty 
‘muddle which we do not propose to 
straighten out. Our original statements 
were too plain to be misunderstood, but 
when primer English is ealled for we 
ean furnish it. Our aimn is to please. 


The Two Carlisles. 

Tlere was once a Carlisle of the 
masses, and there is now a Carlisle of 
the classes. The former represented 
the people, sympathized with them and 
advocated their interests; the latter is 
on the side of the privileged few, and 
when he speaks he voices the senti- 
ments of the monopolists and money 
kings. 

ssmmenting on Mr. Carlisle's Mem- 
phis ‘peech, The New Orleans Times- 
Democrat appeals from Philip drunk to 
Philip sober. It appeals “from Carlisle, 
the spokesman of Mr. Cleveland, to 
Carlisle, the representative of the peo- 
ple.” Our contemporary then quotes a 
few telling extracts from Mr. Carlisile’s 
strong silver speech when the Bland- 
Allison act was pending, a speech 
which has been recently reproduced in 
our columns. The Times-Democrat 
savs: 

It is unnecessary, however, to point out 
the secretary's many mistakes and false 
arguments. He himself did not think the 
same way only a short time ago, and his 

nge of sentiment seems to have come 
ey. Cleveland made him his secretary. 

When the Bland-Allison bill came up in 
congress, Mr. Carlisle, then member of con- 
gress from Kentucky, voted for free coin- 
age, He explained afterwa rds that he voted 
for it against his own judgment, and pre- 
ferred the silver purchase clause of the 
senate amendment, but objected to the bill, 
not because he feared that too much silver 
would be coined under it, but because he 
feared that the secretary of the treasury, 
under the influence of the gold interests 
(which seem to always exert a wonderful 
influence over the treasury department) 
would limig the purchase of bullion and the 
coinage of the silver to the mimimum speci- 
Ged, * ° ° % 

He spoke then for the people, ‘‘the strug- 
gling masses who produce the wealth and 
pay the taxes;’’ he speaks now for ‘“‘the idle 
holders of idle capital.’’ He wanted then 
to get the silver into circulation at once ‘‘to 
afford the full measure of relief,’’ “‘to re- 
verse the grinding process that had been 
going on for the last few years.’’ He then 
wanted silver because it would improve 
“the value of commodities, including labor, 
invite investments, infuse life into the dead 
industries of the country and quicken the 
pulsations of trade in all its departments.” 
When Mr. Carlisle represented the people 
he spoke like the people. 

This sharp comment is more than 
justified by the facts of the case. In 
the speech referred to Mr. Carlisle thus 
spoke of the demonetization of silver: 


According to my views of the subject, the 
conspiracy which seems to have been form- 
ed here and in Europe to destroy by legisla- 
tion and otherwise from three-sevenths to 
one-half of the metallic money of the world 
ig the most gigantic crime of this or any 
other age. ; 

The consummation of such a scheme 
would ultimately entail more misery upon 
the human race than al] the wars, pesti- 
lences and famines that ever occurred in 
the history of the world. The absolute and 
instantaneous destruction of half the entire 
movable property of the world, including 
bouses, ships, railroads and all other appli- 
ances for carrying on commerce, while it 
would be felt more sensibly at the moment 
would not produce anything like the pro- 
songed distress and disorganization of soci- 
ety that must inevitably result from the 
| annihilation of one-half of the 
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tendency to defeat or retard the perpetra- 
tion of this great crime, and I am also in 
favor of every practicable and constitutional 
measure that will aid us in devising a just 
and permanent ratio of values between the 
two metals, so that they may circulate side 
by side and not alternately drive each other 
{nto exile from one country to another. 
Silver is now appreciating in the market, 
and its remonetization and restoration to 


the coinage by this country will undoubted. ° 


~ accelerate its appreciation in the fu- 
ure. 

The millions of producers and wage 
earners who bave seen the steady 
shrinkage of values and the distress 
eaused by the operation of the single 
gold standard will say that Mr. Carlisle 
Was a true prophet when he made that 
speech. Naturally, his Memphis address 
will be greatly weakened and injured 
by his eloquent and sound argument for 
Silver which still remains unanswered 
and cannot possibly be answered by 
himself. After once vindicating the 
truth, it cannot through the same wit- 
ness be proved to be a falsehood.

We hope that the car which leaves 
Atlanta will be filled, and we urge the 
people of the city to be generous in 
their donations of flowers for this wor- 
thy purpose. Major McCollum makes 
the announcement jthat the car will 
leave Atlanta on the evening of the 
25theinstant and that he will gladly re- 
ceive and acknowledge all flowers sent 
to his office by 4 o’clock next Saturday 
afterifoon. 

We would like to announce on Sun- 
day morning that so many flowers had 
been sent that they could not all be 
crowded in one car, and in this case 
we would insist that the remainder be 
used as a floral tribute for the gallant 
railroad man who has thrown his heart 
in this good work.

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Another Monetary Crime, 

A correspondent of The New York 
World writes as follows: 

A western paper boasts that congress, 
with full Knowledge that the change of 
ratio from 15 to 1 to 15.98 to 1 would pre- 
vent the free coinage of silver and drive 
silver out of circulation, made that change 
in 1854, the house passing the bill by a vote 
of 145 to 36 and the sqnate by a vote of 35 
to 7. Benton, Calhoun, Webster, Ewing. 
Frelinghuysen and Silas Wright were 
among these who voted for it and Andrew 
Jackson approved the bill. The question is 


then asked: Why don’t the silver men de- . 


nounce the ‘‘crime’’ of 1834 as well as the 
“crime” of 1873? Perhaps the answer is to 
be found in the fact that congress on both 
occasions thought it was cheapening the 
payment of debts. The act of 1872 stopped 
the coinage of a dollar worth 2 cents more 
than a gold dollar. The act of 1834 simply 
proviaed that nine-gold eagles should be 
recoined into ten gold eagles, and the su- 
preme court compelled creditors to take the 
new eagles. 

It will be noted by thoughtful read- 
ers that in 1834 the act of congress did 
not change our unit, the silver dollar. 
A change was made in the weight of 
our gold pieces, and this promptly 
checked the exportation of gold to for- 
eign countries. The experiment worked 
satisfactorily then and it has been sug- 
gesied that it would be wise to repeat 
it now. 

The act of 1834 did not drive silver 
out of ciréculation. Its only effect was 
to prevent our specie from drifting to 
Kurope. This shows that our govern- 
ment can regulate the value of its coins 
and establish its own currency | inde- 
pendently of the action “of England or 
all the European powers. 

The alleged monetary crime of 1834 
is a very different thing from the crime 
of 1873 which) was. so properly de 
nounced by Mr. Carlisle. 


What After the Income Tax’? 

The decision of the supreme court 
knocking out the income tax and de- 
priving the government of about $15,- 
000,000 in revenue which had _ been 


} counted upon as a certainty even after 


the emasculation of the. measure by the 
first decision, has put the newspapers 
to talking as to the policy that must be 
adopted to supply an adequate income 
to meet the constantly increasing ex- 
penses of the government. The Chicago 
Times-Herald publishes several columns 
of interviews from leading. citizens, in- 
cluding many of the most prominent 
business men of that city, on the sub- 
ject. Some declare that it will be ab- 
solutely necessary for the government 
to levy an additional tax on whisky, 
beer, tobacco and cigars, and others 
that we must return to the old revenue 
system which required a stamp tax on 
all notes, checks and other such com- 
mercial papers, Still others declare 
that the government must issue more 
bonds. and quite a number are of the 
opinion that the decision that the law 
is unconstitutional will force the gov- 
ernment te derive its revenues from 
import duties, and argue that for this 
reason the policy of protection bas come 
to stay. Mr. Frank H. Cooper, of the 
firm of Siegel, Cooper & Co., the great 
dry goods merchants of Chicago, says: 


The government must have more revenue 
and I cannot see that a tax on such luxu- 
ries could be a hardship upon the masses. 
European governments derive an immense 
income from liquors and tobacco. It is a 
great pity that the income tax law could 
not have stood as ie was originally passed, 
for the burdens of taxation should be go 
apportioned that they will fall in the ratio 
of the wealth of the person taxed. I feel 
that the millionaires of the country are not 
paying their share. 

A great many people will be inclined 


to accept the views of Mr. Cooper and to 
regret that the law as originally passed 
was not approved. Under the law as 
passed by congress incomes of more 
than $4,000 were subject to a tax of 2 
per cent and there was no discrimina- 


tion between the coupon-clipping bond-—

measure that will have a 
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comes from productive investments. 
The first decision of the court, however, 
exempted bondholders and those whose 
incomes were derived from rents. This 


being true, the last decision of the court - 


invalidating the whole measure was 
hot received with regret. 

A New York bank president in com- 
menting on the decision says that “the 
small loss which the gevernment will 
suffer can be made up from some other 
source.” And the president of another 
bank of the same city says “the effect 


of the decision will be felt far beyond 


the boundaries of our country.” 

Both of these statements are correct, 
for “the small loss which the govern- 
ment will suffer’ by the decision will 
be made up by increasing the burden 
of the taxpayers, while those who are 
already exempted, and to reach whom 
the law was passed, will continue to 
enjoy immunity from bearing their just 
part of the burden, and strange to say 


those who are thus exempted are the | 


very ones who are most able to pay. 

As to the effect of the decision being 
felt “far beyond the boundaries of our 
country,” it is eminently correct. The 
income of immense possessions which 
are owned by people who live abroad 
are exempted, and yet their property is 
protected by the revenues derived from 
the taxation of those who are within 
the reach of the government’s power 
to tax. One of the persons interviewed 
by The Times-Herald calls attent*on 
to the fact that the state of Illinois was 
put to the expense of $300,000 last year 
in protecting property in that city dur- 
ing the Chicago strikes, but the in- 
come of this property is exempt from 
taxation, and the mass of the people 
are compelled to pay the tax for the 
protection of the property which 
yields it. 

Justice Jackson, of Tennessee, in bis 
djssenting opinion, declared that the 
decision of the court practically de- 
Stroyed the power of the government 
to reach incomes, taking from congress 
its rightful power to fix the rate of 
taxation, but substituting therefor a 
rule incapable of application without 
imposing the most monstrous inequality 
on the citizens of a eommon country. 
He declares that the decision reverses 
the common rule of taxation, while ex- 
empting those who were best able to 
pay and forcing the burden on those 
who were least able to pay. He be- 
lieves the decision to be the most dis- 
astrous blow ever struck at the consti- 
tutional power of congress, and he re- 
gards it-as a publie calamity. 

Justice Harlan, in his dissenting opin- 
ion, predicted that the decision would 
provoke a contest such as the country 
should have been spared, and he says 
that “the result is one deeply to he de- 
plored, for it cannot be regarded ot) or- 
Wise than a disaster to the country. 
The practical, if not the direct, effect of 
the decision today is to give to ceriain 
kinds of property a position of favorit- 
ism and advantage that is inconsistent 
With the fundamental principles of our 
social organization and to invest them 
with power and influence that may be 


‘ perilous to that portion of the American 
| people upon whom rests the Jarger part 


of the burdens of the government, and 
who ought not to be subjected to the 
domination of aggregated wealth any 
more than the property of the country 
should be at the merey of the lawless.” 

It remains to be seen what policy must 
be adopted to cover the annual differ- 
ence between the government's income 
and its expenditures. 

It is practically certain that some- 
thing must be done, and that if the ex- 
isting system continues. the government 


will be forced either to the necessity of 


making a radical reduction in its ex- 
penditures or of running hopelessly in 
debt to meet them. 

It is earnestly to be hoped that what- 
ever is done and whatever system is 
adopted there will be no class diserim- 
ination and that such taxes as must be 
paid will be levied without discrimina- 
tion. It is time to require the bond- 
holders and foreign property owners 
who are growing rich by their invest- 
ments in this country to pay their just 
proportion to the expense of govern- 
ment and the people will not be satis- 
fied with any system that guarantees 
them exemption. 


Free Silver in Memphis. 

The Nashville American denies in a 
pointed way the statement of The Chat- 
Times that the commercial 
bodies of Memphis are solidly in favor 
of the single gold standard. 

The American points to the organiza- 
tion of the Central Bimetallic League 
in Memphis and says: 

This league was organized because the sil- 
ver men were shut out of the conference 
which some of them had helped to get under 
the written assurance that it would be open 
to persons holding any views on finance 
they chose. Who were the originators of 
this movement? The meeting was called 
to order by Hon. John R. Godwin, a banker 
and merchant. The president selected was 
Colonel W. N. Brown, a prominent and 
public-spirited cotton man. The first vice 
president was Mr. Tom Gale, one of the 
wealthiest merchants and best citizens of 
Memphis. The second vice president was 
Mr. T. H. Jackson, attorney; the third, 
Colonel J. T. Riggs, president of the Col- 
Herville bank; the fourth, Dr. &. A. Elcan; 
the fifth, Mr. W. T. Chapman, a cotton 
factor; the sixth, Judge J. S. Galloway, of 
the probate and second circuit courts; the 
seventh, J. A. Weir, merchant; the eighth, 
W. I. Cole, of the Cole Manufacturing 
Company; the ninth, W. W. Ashe, the pres- 
ident of the Grocers’ Association; the tenth, 
Hon. Henry J. Lynn, of the American 
Building and Loan Association.

Conventions have been held in forty- 
two counties, which have selected 616 del- 
egates to the state convention. Of this 
number 675 are instructed for free silver, 
while forty-one are uninstructed and are 
counted against free coinage. The total 
number of delegates will be 1,076. The sil- 
verites will therefore have a majority, 
even if the remuining counties send sound 
money delegations. Twenty counties will 
hold conventions this week and they will 
all send free silver delegations to Spring- 
field. 

Every county in the state, with the ex- 
ception of Lee, DeKalb, St. Clair and Du- 
Page, have held or will hold regularly 
called delegate conventions. In the four 
counties named the democratic central 
committee refused to call conventions. In 
Lee and DeKalb counties the silver demo- 
crats have, however, called mass meetings 
and will send silver delegations to Spring- 
field, notwithstanding the refusal of the 
central committee to call county conven- 
tions. In Lee county the mass meeting 
will be held May 25th and in DeKalb coun- 
ty, May 27th. Similar mass meetings to se- 
lect delegates will, it is said, also be called 
in St. Clair and DuPage counties. In this 
manner the silver leaders expect to have 
every county in the state represented at 
the state convention. 

Adam county, which sends twenty-two 
delegates, has selected eleven free silver 
and eleven sound money men. In two or 
thre otner counties there was a similar 
division in the interests of harmony, but 
the silver leaders claim that more than 
10U0 of the delegates will be found in line 
for the free and unlimited coinage of sil- 
ver at the ratio of 16 to 1 regardles of the 
action of any other nation.

The chief argument, apparently, with Mr. 
Morton is that the silver dollars already 
coined are not in actual circulation. Why 
pile up a lot more when the present sup- 
ply is tons and tons in excess of the de- 
mand? 

If this argument proves anything it 
proves that the coinage of gold also should 
cease, for that, too, is mostly piled up in 
vaults. Very little actual gold’is in circu- 
lation. One may go months and not see 
a gold coin. The hanks get very few 
pieces, and when they do they put them 
away, paying out over the counter when 
specially called for, or when bills of the 
desired denomination run short. No bank 
would think of giving out gold pieces in 
the ordinary course of business without 
apologizing for it. And in large transaec- 
tions calling for gold the actual coin is 
rarely used. Gold certificates are used in- 
stead. The truth is that the people prefer 
handling paper money, inciuding gold and 
silver certificates, to handling coin itself. 


Senator Allison: It is true that we want 
“sound” currency, but politicians are like- 
ly to use that term as a synonym for their 
pet kinds of currency, to the exclusion of 
others. Gold and silver for centuries have 
been the money of the nations. What we 
Want now is a true common denomin?tor 
of values. I believe gold is not that, and 
when we changed the laws of our mints 
and established gold as the standard of 
values it was a mistake. I want to see 
both metals coined without unfair discrimi- 
nation.

The incorporators, Mr. Shaw, Mr. Fisher 
and Mr. Henry Rice, of New York, were 
in session for a short while. The char- 
ter was filed early in the day with the sec- 
retary of state. 

The following gentlemen of the board of 
direttors were present: H. P. Smart, Thom- 
as B. Gresham, Skipwith Wiimer, Henry 
Rice, Charles D. Fisher, William Check- 
ley Shaw, Charles L. Bartlett, B. C, Smith 
and Edward McIntyre. 

The directors went into the history of 
the road and talked of its prospects under 


new management. 
” Mr. Sparks Retained. 


Great interest centered in the position 
of the new organization toward the re- 
ceiver, W. B. Sparks. It was generally 
supposed that he would be retained, but 
the opinion of those who were familiar 
with the whole affair, was that he would 
be made first vice president. The directors, 
however, instead of making Mr. Sparks 
vice president, placed him in the office of 
general manager. 

In this position his authority will be 
more extensive and he will be better able 
to operate the road according to his own 
ideas. 

The connection of Mr. Sparks with the 
Georgia Southern is well known. When 
the Macon Construction Company was first 
organized he was among the original pro- 
moters. He was one of the first to con- 
ceive the building of the Georgia South- 
ern and Florida. 

The road, by the way, was finished in 
July, 1890. The Macon Construction Com- 
pany had contracted to do the work, and 
after a feat the most arduous, finished it 
while the fact was heralded over the 
whole country. 

The fate of the road and its subsequent 
history are wel] known. Through ali its 
changes Mr. Sparks has been intimately 
associated with it and his election to gen- 
eral manager {ig but a fit appreciation for 
the great work he has done. 

Mr. H. M. Powers, who was elected 
treasurer, is the son of the late Virgil 
Powers and one of the best known and 
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rest will be selected at the next meeting 
of the board of directors. : e 
The Executive Committee, 

Of the board of directors the executive 
committee will consist of President Shaw, 
H. P. Smart, Thomas P, Gresham, Charles 
D, Fisher and D. U. Herrmann. 

The bonds of the new road will be placed 
out at once. There will be issued $4,000,000 
of 6 per cent gold bonds. Of these $370,000 
will be issued immediately. These are the 
fifty-year bonds. The stock will be issued 
as follows: $684,000 first preferred stock, 
$1,084,000 second preferred stock, and $1,000,- 
000 common stock. 

The Bondholders Cared For. 

The new company decided to care for the 
holders of the old bonds. 

The holders of the old bonds will re- 
ceive as exchange $1,000 in the new 6 per 
cent bonds, $200 in the first preferred stock, 
$200 in the second preferred stock, and the 
Same amount in the common stock. In 
this way the holders of the bonds will 
come into possession of a_large amount 
of the stock. 

To Pool the Stock. 

The directors have. decided not to risk 
any chances. The history of the road will 
make it peculiafly Mable to litigation, and 
for this reason there was a resolution in- 
troduced at the session yesterday after- 
noon to keep off hostile interference. 

This resolution which was passed by the 
directors recommended that the stock- 
holders pool their stock in a voting trust 
for a period of two years. This action will 
enable the present bondholders to obtain 
control of the property and, as mentioned, 
prevent it from passing into hostile hands. 

After the reorganization was completed 
the officers and directors came down to the 
corridor of the hotel, where they were en- 
terctained for some time by the ringing 
south Georgia jokes of Colonel Smart. 

Who Mr. Shaw Is. 

Mr. William Checkley Shaw, 
dent, is a native of. Baitimore. 
though forty-four years of age, of quite 
youthful appearance, but at the first 
glance the force and energy of his charac- 
ter are perceptible. 

Mr. Shaw, while he was born in Balti- 
more and lived there some years, has 
spent mest of his life in England. He is 
enthusiastic over the prospects of the 
road. 

“I shall try to identify myself with the 
south as much as possible,” he said last 
night. “I have been down to this section 
quite frequently and am impressed with 
the idea that it has great prospects. 

“The road will be operated independently. 
We shall begin at once to build it up in 
all places where there is anything like im- 
provement needed and it is my intention 
to give to the people of the southern sec- 
tion of the state one of the finest and 
most complete systems that touches 
Georgia. 

“Of course, we have every reagon to hope 
for the success of. the new company. It 
is on a solid foundation and the board of 
directors have plans which will assure its 
success.’”’ 

‘ir. Shaw left last night for the ‘‘sound 
money’ convention at Memphis, where he 
will remain. until the discussion there is 
finished. After the adjournment there he 
will return to Georgia, where he will remain 
for some time inspecting the road of which 
he has taken control.

The Fate of Whitecap Prisoners Con- 
vieted of Hanging Worley. 


COL. GLENN TALKS OF A SECOND TRIP 


Only the Issue of Jurisdiction Has Been 
Settled—~He Wili Now Take the Case 
Jp on a Writ of Brror.

The decision of the supreme court of the 
United States with reference to the trial of 
whitecaps affects only the question of ju- 


risdiction. 

Nothing in that decision, as announced in 
The Constitution last, Tuesday, bears even 
remotely upon the guilt or innocence of the 
prisoners, or touches any other point of 
law :nvolved in the proceedings. 

“The only question disposed of,’’ said 
Colonel Glenn, ‘‘is the one of federal juris- 
diction. ‘The supreme covet has decided 
that the federal courts have proper jurisdic- 
tion to try whitecap cases and here the 
matter stands. I have made a strong fights 
along this line, and my belief is these cases 
belong to the state courts. I am glad that 
Chief Justice Fuller is disposed to agree 
with me in this opinion. The fact that 
he differed from the other members of the 
bench is a source of gratification to me and 
makes me feel as if my mission to Wash- 
ington had accomplished something.” 

Butler and Quarles, the two men recently 
convicted of conspiracy agaizst the United 
States government in the hanging of Henry 
Worley, are now under sentence of ten 
years each in the Ohio penitentiary. 

Colonei Glenn, as the leading attorney for 
the prisoners, made one of the strongest 
legal fights ever made in Georgia. He con- 
tested every inch of ground and sifted the 
testimony until not a singie point that 
affected the interest of his clients was left 
undisclosed. At the beginning of the trial 
he argued in a magnificent speech of two 
hours’ length the proposition that the fed- 


eral court had no jurisdiction in the trial 
of whitecap offenses and that a commis- 
sioner’s court was not a court of the Unite@ 
States in the contemplation of the statute, 
Judge Newman ruled with him on the lat- 
ter proposition, but insisted that the federe- 
al court, for other good and sufficient rea- 
sons, held undeniable jurisdiction. 

The trial proceeded and as soon as the 
verdict was rendered Colonel Glenn an- 
nounced his intention to appeal the juris- 
diction issue to the supreme court of the 
United States. A brilliant fight was made 
by Colonel Glenn before the supreme tri- 
bunal, but a majority of the bench decided 
against him. 

“My plan now,” said Colonel Glenn, “is 
to appeal the case to the supreme court on 
a writ of error. This will bring up the 
various legal features of the trial for af- 
firmation or reversal, as the court may de- 
cide.’’ 

District Attorney Joe James was very 
much pleased with the announcement that 
the supreme court had decided against 
Colonel Glenn. 

“The government,” said he, “intends to 
make it warm for the whitecaps and I in- 
tend to fight the organization until every 
trace of it has been obliterated from -the 
fair mountains of Georgia.’’

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MIXED PRONUNCIATION. 
Hundreds of English Words Are in a 
Chaotic Condition. 


From The Springfield Republican. 

The appearance of the second volume of 
Funk & Wagnalis' Standard dictionary, 
with the appendices giving the opinions 
of over fifty authorities from,all parts 
of the English-speaking world in regard 
to disputed matters of spelling and pro- 
nunciation, makes it possible for the 
first time to see how wide the variations in 
good usage is, and goes far to confound 
those Pharisees who ‘ook upon their own 
usage as the only correct thing, and in- 
sultingly brand those who differ from 
“nfer‘ors. It is not 
long since a New England woman in an 
entertacning ‘lettdr in =the ‘‘Critic,’’ ex- 
pressed her profound conviction that to 
say ‘“‘tomayto”’ is a mark of inferior breed- 
ing. By others it is regarded as ‘‘western,”’ 
a scarcely less galting insinuation. Yet 
in the list of the authorities, not a short 
one preferring this pronunciation we find 
Arthur M. Wheeler, M. A., professor of his. 
tory in Yale university; Alfred Ayres, au- 
thor of an excellent work on orthoepy; 
Cecil I. P. Bancroft, principal of Ph?!- 
lips academy at Andover; Albert S. Cook, 
Ph. D., professor of English language 
and literature in Yale university, and 
Theodore Hunt, Ph. D., professor of Eng- 
lish at Princeton, besides the many wes- 
terners. 

In the case of a multitude of other 
common words a spirit of charity is fos- 
tered by a careful study of these lists, 
with their ingenious system of. referring 
to authorities by number. It is tedious 
work, but it is worth while for the sake 
of the light it throws on geographical and 
personal ‘variations in the use of one 
language. Do you say “bin” or ‘*bean” 
for ‘‘been?” The Century dictionary came 
out strong for the latter, but the balance 
of evidence is rather for the pronunciation 
more common here. Of the Americans cited 
twenty-six are for “‘bin’’ and eigat for 
“bean,’’ whine Of the Englishmen—including 
the colonies—thirteen are for “bean”? and 
only five for ‘‘bin.” It is w pity that some 
distinctive type is not used in the numbers 
to indicate the residence of each. contrib- 
utlor without the necessity of looking up 
his name, for it is absurd to print English- 
men and Americans side by side as au- 
thors of equal weight on local questions. 
In the cage of ‘‘Derby,’’ for instance, there 
are iwenty-seven for the rhyme 
with **Kirby,”’ while exactly the 
same; number vote for “Darby.’’ 
by.”” but the casual observer is likely to 
fail to note that there are only three Eng- 
lishmenr in the first list. Another case where 
national lines are drawn is ‘‘clerk.”’ There 
are thirty-one for the pronunciation rhym- 
ing with ‘“‘smirk,’’ and twenv¥y-one tor 
‘clark,’ but it must not be overlooked 
that there ig just one Inglishman who 
espouses this Americanism, Professor Jehp, 
of Cambridge university. It may be ob- 
served that Wendell Phillips and George 
William Curtis both pronounce it ‘‘clark,” 

The matter of accent is much easier to 
determine than such subtleties as vocal 
colorings, but the variations are equally 
notable. There are only three, all Ameri- 
cans, who defend “poppa’’ for ‘‘papa,”’ and 
but six who advocate “momma” tor 
“mama,” with the accent on the last syl- 
lable. “Envelop,”’ with the accent on the 
second® syllable, has but -one 
‘“‘Melodrama’’ is almost universally given 
with the accent on ‘drama,’ made to 
rhyme—very badly—with calmer, the com- 
plicated vocal symbols used in the dict:ona- 
ry not being available for ordinary use. Do 
you say “half-penny” or ‘‘hay-penny?” The 
latter is given by most of the Englishmen, 
but not by all. ‘‘Suf’’ has rather the better 
of “sow” for “‘sough.”’ “‘Octopus,’® which 
made Mr. Everett so much trouble for con- 
gress, may have the accent on either of the 
first two syllables, and the same is true of 
‘Philistine.”’ Do you say sug-gest”’ or 
“sujjest?” You can hardly go astray, There 
are nineteen for the first and thirteen 
for the second, well-balanced in authorita- 
tiveness. In the case of “again” there is 
equal difference of opinion as to whether 
the last syllable should be long or short. 
“Skedule”’ and ‘“‘shedale”’ for ‘‘schedule” 
both have valiant adherents, and “process.” 
vith a long ‘“o” as in ‘“‘tone,’’ musters 
thirteen supporters, People who are very 
nice in their speech will find many of their 
pet foibles carried away. ‘Rice’ for “rise’’ 
(rize) is hopelessly snowed under, and the 
cherished hothouse fruits of lexicographers, 
“diz-dain,” ‘‘conkeord,’’ ‘“‘conk-ave,” etc., 
are sorely nipped. One begins to suspect 
that they never did attain any 
growth in the open air. 

“Squalor’ to rhyme with jailor still seems 
mandatory, however—a strange inconsist- 
ency when we have the other sound in 
“squalid;” and ‘‘deef”’ for “deaf” finds not 
a single adherent. 

One of the most conspicuous points of or- 
thoepy, characterizing as it does the speech 
of large regions of English-speaking pco- 
ple, is the sound of the vowel x ees 
flat nasal -prorunciation of that vowel 
which is so commonly heard in this coun- 


try is perhaps the most unlovely of vowel- 


sounds, not excepting the sharpest French 
nasals, and it is fortunate that the tenden- 
cy seems to be toward a broader, more open 
sound in such words as ‘path,’ “bath,” 
“rather,” “glass.’’ There is just one brave 
man who stands up for ‘‘bath’’ with the 
most flat sound, William Preston Johnston, 
president of Tulare university. In the 
case of “rather,’’ opinion is more divided 
and the most proper vowel sound is per- 
haps about half way between the extremes. 
‘‘Pall Mall” is, of course, ‘‘pell mell,’”’ al- 
though most of the Americans cited seem 
not to be aware of that local curiosity of 
pronunciation—or rather of spelling, since 
that is a case where the original sound of 
the word has been retained, but the letters 
composing it have been altered. 

In “‘economical” the short sound in the 
first syllable has the balance of authority, 
but in ‘‘medieval’’ the long ‘‘e’”’ in the first 
syllable more than holds its own. ‘Pai- 
ent’? has a clear majority over “pa-tent,’’ 
and tuberose can be pronounced the way 
it Iooks without fear of quarrelsome ety- 
mologists. Many words develop a_ bewil- 
dering variety of pronunciations. ‘‘Camel- 
opard’ has twelve, all duly sanctioned, 
“denunciation” eleven, ‘quinine’ eight, 
and that much-abused word ‘“violoncello,”’ 
thirteen, although among musicians the 
Italian pronunciation, with a ‘‘tsch”’ for 
‘‘c’ is almost universal. The judgments 
expressed by this committee are by no 
means decisive, but they are entitled to 
much greater.respect than the unonymous 
verdict of a dictionary that does not give 
the data upon .which the decision is made. 
And the probable effect will be to greatly 
increase the charity of critical people for 
divergences from their views.

WEEVIL, COLD WEATHER AND FROST. 


Are Said To Have Done Much Damage. 
W heat in Great Demand at 35sc Ad- 
vance—Trade Not Professional. 


New York, May 22.—The stock market to- 
day was unsettled and rather weak. Ex- 
cept in the cases of Distillers and Su- 
gar, however, 
marked. London evidently seems most 
concerned in the outcome of the Kaffir set- 
tlement, and paid but little attention to 
American securities, save, perhaps, to sell 
St. Paul, Louisville and Nashville and cer- 
tain of the low-priced issues to a moderate 
extent, Local operators were generally 
bearish in their views because of the sharp 
rise in wheat and the sensational reports 
from the west, regarding the crop outlook.

Excitement in Wheat Yesterday, the 
Close Being 3 S-Se Higher. 
Chicago, May 22.—Wheat advanced %c 
Over night and zc by the action of tne 
market today, a total of 3%c between the 
close of yesterday and that of today. The 
same wheat buying enthusiaSm.that has 
been the feature tor six weeks or more 
possessed the speculative outside world to- 
day, ‘lhe price cut no figure. If Juiy had 
been $1 instead of i7dc, there is no doubt but 
that there would have been as great if not 
a greater demand. The trade had none of 
the protessional marks about it. ‘The coun- 
try and the outside public, which are only 
heard from in times of unusual] excitement, 
were furnishing the buying orders, Every 
commission house has a line of new cus- 
tumers who, by their general demeanor, be- 
tray their lack of knowledge of speculative 
dealings. The talent still holds off and ap- 
pears to be awaiting an opportunity to take 
the field on the short side, Private advices 
reporting crop damuges were more numer- 
ous than ever, and state reports were out, 
each of them dwelling to a greater or lesser 
extent on the injurv by the recent frosts, 
etc. July wheat opened from 74% to Tdec, 
sold between 74% and 7744c, closing at the 
o-tside—S*%sc higher than yesterday. In the 
sample department prices were strong and 
averaged trom 2% to $c per bushel higher, 
closing with a further advance, in sympa- 

thy with the futures. 

Corn—Principaliy sympathy for wheat act- 
uated trailers in corn today. The continued 
liberal receiptS on the good trading pre- 
vented prices from running away, but still 
the tone Was a good, strong one, July corn 
opened at 51%; sold between 54% and 55c, 
closing at 54%c—%e higher than yesterday. 
Cash corn sold about ic higher than yes- 
terday. 

Oats—Not much activity was noticeable in 
oats. A fair business was transacted and 
New York was ercdited with buying early 
and selling late in the session, Tne’ tone 
was a firm one, the strength coming from 
the other grains.

Cash oats were about 4c 
higher than yesterday, 

Provisions—The strength of wheat ruled 
product today. The hog market opened 
weak, but later reports were of more sfeadi- 
ness, The orders to buy were from the out- 
side, and many longs sold out late in the 
session, securing their profits thereby.

Chicago, May 22.—The bull enthusiasm in 
Wheat today was at its height when the 
market advanced 3%c from yesterday’s 
closing. The exchange was well filled with 
outsiders, who watched the course of op- 
erations with the closest interest, and the 
broad smiles that covered their faces 
meant more than mere amazement at the 
yells of brokers, who were loaded down 
with orders. To more fully describe the 
character of trading we give the following: 
The countrymen have bid this crop and 
the next and the amount in the visible sup- 
ply and the invisible is not enough to sup- 
ply the amount they bought, and yet they 
have not been the only buyers. We firmly 
believe that large capitalists are having 
considerable to do with the advance and 
are tightening the screws so firmly as to 
leave but little chance for much decline un- 
til the market reaches a point they are will- 
ing to dispose of their holdings at. Just 
what this point is is a problem the trade is 
trying to solve. One of the most encourag— 
ing features today was an advance in Liv- 
erpool. The foreign markets show so lit- 
tle disposition to follow us in this upward 
movement that the change in sentiment 
now in that market gave new inspiration to 
the bull enthusiasm. Damage reports still 
continue to pour in, but the market of it- 
self was so strong as not to need the in- 
fiuence they have heretofore imparted. The 
casn demand is still a factor, although 
it is asserted that the advance is checking 
it. The spot markets, however, are in keep- 
ing with speculation. Bradstreet’s report 
was bullish, making a decrease in the 
world’s visible of 5,400,000. Receipts are on 
the decrease, which is causing some timid- 
ity on the part of buvers, who fear that 
the advance will cause holders ,to deliver 
freely. The close was very strong at top 
prices. It has been one of those days that 
purchases could be made on each advance 
and show profits. 

Corn had its advance during the early 
part of the session of ic per bushel over 
last nigMwt. After that prices held steady 
on account of the strength in wheat, but 
did not show any further advance. 

Provisions ruled firm early on buying by 
an inside source, but closed a triflé easy. 
The trade has been quite broad.

“CAMDEN MEMBERS MUST. APOLOGIZE 


The Division That Made the Charges 
Was Severely Censured. 


FULL REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 


They Acquit the Officer of All the Charges 
Made Against Him—The Conductors 
-reparing to Return Home. 


Grand Secretary William P: Daniel, of 
the Order of itailway Conductors, has been 
exonerated. 

The sensational charges preferred against 
him by the Camden division have been pro- 
nounced salse Dy a committee of investiga- 
tio: and the men making the charges 
have Leen Geclared by the report of the 
commitice, Which was adopted yesterday, 
amenable, and will be forced, under pen- 
alty of expulsion, to make a satisfactory 
apology iv the secretary. Perhaps noth- 
ing in the history of the whole order has 
so much Stirred up the delegates and the 
entire inembership as these charges against 
their best Known officer and the subsequent 
investigation demanded by him. 

It was generally” acknowledged that it 
Was this circular, extensively circulated 
secretly, that caused the defeat. of 
Daniel last week and brought about the 
election of Martin Clancey. 

The investigating committee, composed 
of J. D, Condit, S. C. Gilbert and William 
R. Bell, have been hard at work since 
the demand for the investigation’ was 
made. 

At the regular meeting yesterday their 
report was made and adopted by the grand 
division, As predicted in yesterday’s Con- 
Stitution, after looking into the affair, the 
committee has found nothing to criminate

The Report in Full. 


Their report in full has been obtained. 

It says: 

“fo the officers 
grand division of 
Conductors, twenty-fifth session, 
in Atlania, May, 1895: We, your 
committee appointed to investigate 
charges and accusations contained ‘in 
circular issued” January 6, 1895, by the 
Camden divisien, No. 170, of Camden, N. 
J., respectfully submit ail papers and evi- 
dence for your consideration and respect- 
fully ask permiss.on to report each count 
in the charges of said circular separately. 

“Count 1. Neglect of duty. ‘The things 
that he has left undone are those that he 
gught to have done and the things that he 
has done are those that he ought not to 
have done.’ The evidence which has been 
submitted before this committee, in our 
opinion, fails tou convict Brother William P., 
Daniel of any neglect of duty. 

“Count 2. Political aspirations. Assum- 
ing this to be true, we, your committee, 
concede the right to’any member of the 
Order of Railway Conductors to aspire to 
the highest office within the gift of the 
American people. 

“Count 3. Personal aggrandizement. We, 
your committee, concede that right to each 
and every member of the order to invest 
his earnings as he deems proper. 

“Count 4. ‘Wildcat mining schemes are 
the subjects that have absorbed his at- 
tention to the exclusion of the vital in- 
terest of the order and the paramount 
principles of honesty, integrity and fidelity. 
Herein lies the charge that William P. 
Daniel has prostituted the interests of the 
order to selfish purposes; that he has used 
fts principles and influence for purposes of 
private gain, and its mechanical acces- 
sories to promote private ends, and to the 
extent he has done this has proved himself 
unfit for his high office, and unworthy of 
its emoluments or iis honors.’ 

“We, your committee, after a ecareful 
examination and consideration of all the 
evidence submitted, do hereby find that the 
charges contained in the circular under 
consideration are not true, and that, in 
our opinion, the members of the Camden 
division No. 170, in their zeal to promofe the 
welfare and interest of one of its mem- 
bers, have resorted to methods and meins 
that are unbecoming and unworthy of the 
members of the Order of Railway Conduce- 
tors. 

‘‘And in conclusion we do hereby recom- 
mend that this. grand division exonerate 
Brother William P. Daniel of all charges 
and accusations contained in the said cir- 
cular, and further recommend that the 
said Camden division be reprimanded and 
be required to make the proper apology to 
Brother William P. Daniel within thirty 
days from the date hereof, and in the event 
of the failure of the Camden division, No. 
170, to comply with these recommendations 
that the grand coductor or board of direc- 
tors be empowered by this grand division 
to énforce the proper penalty.” 

The Report Adopted. 

This was the full report presented to the 
session yesterday afternoon and after a 
few remarks by the chairman of the in- 
vestizgating committee it was passed and 
will go upon the recards. 

This puts the burden of the whole affair 
on the members of the Camden division, 
who issued the circular. 

Last night just as he had lit a cigar and 
was walking down the corridor of the Kim- 
ball, Grand Secretary Daniel was seen and 
asked regarding the result of the investi- 
gation. 

“Oh, I had no fear,” he said. “I knew 
what I had done and I knew that the 
members of that investigating committee 
were all men of strict integrity. I am

The Cireular Was Warm. | 

The tone of the report made by the in- 
vestigating committee is somewhat modi. 
fied in reference to the original charges. 
These were virulent. Following was the 
circular secretly issued as containe@ by The 
Constitution: : 

“To the chief conductor, delegates and all 
brothers of all subordinate posit:ons. of the 
Order of Railway Conductors.—Dear gir 
and Brothers: The present ineumbent of 
the office of grand stcretary and treasurer 
of the Order of Ratlway Conductors has 
evidently outlived his usefulness so far as 
this organization is coneerned. His is .a 
work divided in interests and of many 
Shortcomings. The things that he has left 
undone are those that he ought tor have 
done, and the things that he has done are 
the things he ought not to have done. 

“Politida! aspiration, personal aggran- 
dizement, wilcat mining schemes are the 
Subjects Which have absorbed his atten- 
tron to the exclusion of the vital interest 
of the order and the paramount principles 
of honesty, integrity and fidelity. ; 

“The members of the Order of Railway 
Conductors have a right to expeot that the 
official positions in their gift shall not be 
mace sinecures or prestituted to base uses. 
They have a right to expect clean and hon- 
est services, faithfulness in the perform- 
ance of duty and te be dealt with as men 
with men. More than this, they have a 
right to exact that the influence of the 
order and none of its privileges shall be 
used for schemes that are dishonest on 
their face, demoralizing in the effects and 
as fruitful in harm as tricks of stock 
gamblers and the wiles of lottery sharps. 
The members of the Order of Railway 
Conductors have a right to demand that 
those to whom they pay a larger salary 
than any one of them receives shall treat 
them honorably and shalt not use their 
names, or the name of the order, to foster 
enterprises that. are devised to mislead, 
and are not profitable except to those who 
contrive them. 

‘Herein lies the charge that William P. 
Daniel has prostituted the interest of the 
order to selfish purposes; that he has used 
its principles and influence for purposes of 
private gain and its mechanical acces- 
sories to promote personal ends and to the 
extent that he had done this has proved 
himself unfit for his high office and un- 
worthy of its emoluments and its honors. 

“BehHeving all this and more to be true, 
we earnestly call upon ail the brothers of 
all subordinate divisions to unite with us 
in the support of a candidate for grand 
secretary and treasurer who shall be above 
the tricks of a gambler and who shall have 
a due regard for the good name of the 
order and its principles. As a candidate 
for this high and honorable office we ask 
all brothers to support L. E. Sheppard, of 
this division, a man of high probity, high 
sense of honor and integrity. He would 
honor the office more than the office would 
honor him. He would give it character 
and perform its duties faithfully. He is 
thoroughly equipped for the work and its 
duties. He has had the experience of 
many years in an office of like character, 
and it has never been said of him that he 
used its influence, its privileges or its 
valuable mechanical devices to advance, 
to promote or in any way, assist his private 
or personal interests.”

Southern Irrigation Congress 
Will Meet Here in October.

the following call for the first 
irrigation congress to assemble in Atlanta, 
Ga., October 7th and &th, 1895. 

‘In view of the fact of the wonderful 
awakening of popular interest in the sub- 
ject of irrigation in the east and west and 
the recognition of its importance by the de- 
partment of the interior and of agriculture, 


under whose direction a national board of 
irrigation has been formed, the state com- 


mission of irrigation of Georgia, in order 
that the people of the south may meet and 
discuss how far irrigation is possible and 
beneficial in their section, hereby eail the 
scuthern irrigation congress to meet in the 
eitvy of Atlanta, Ga., on the 7th, 8th and 
9th of October 1895.’’ 

The congress will be composed as fol- 
lows: 

Five delegates at large from each of the 
southern states to be appointed by the gov- 
ernors of said states; the members of all 
state commissions of irrigation in Ssaid 
states; one delegate from each regularly or- 
ganized irrigation, agricultural and horticul- 
tural society, society of engineers, state de- 
partment of agriculture, agricultural col- 
lege and commercial body in the southern 
states, 

Members of the national board of irriga- 
tion, members of executive committee of the 
national irrigation congress; duly accredit- 
ed representatives of any foreign nation or 
colony; members of the United States sen- 
ate and house of representatives; the gov- 
ernor of each state or territory; the secreta- 
ry of the interior; the secretary of agricul- 
ture; the accredited delegate of the farm- 
ers’ national congress, the road parliament, 
and the national irrigation congress will 
be admitted as honorary members, 

In furtherance of this call the commission 
took the following action: 

Hon, W. E. Smythe, of Chicago, chair- 
man of the national executive committee, 
and Judge J. S. Emery, of Kansas, national 
secretary, were appointed a special commit- 
tee to represent the commission at the ses- 
sion of the national irrigation congress at 
Alberquerque, N, M., in September, next, 
and cordially invite the congress to be rep- 
resented in the southern, {rrigation congress, 
either as a body or by a committee, and an 
exhibit of the products of the irrigated sec- 
tions at the Cotton States and International 
exposition, 

The following gentlemen in foreign coun- 
tries were appointed to represent the com- 
mission in their respective countries to se- 
cure representation in the southern irriga- 
tion congress: Don Pedro Montt, the edi- 
tor of El Ferrocarril, the editor of 
E! Dia, president of the mineral society, 
president of the industrial society; Senor 
Edwards, president 6f the senate, Santiago, 
Chili; Dr. Hector Velasquez, minister of 
foreign affairs; Dr, E. Hassier, Asuncion, 
Paraguay; President Morales, General 
Bartholome Matre, Dr. Adolfo Davila, Se- 
nor Jose Francisco, Senor Martinez Cam- 
pos, Dr. Gablargo, Mr, Enrique Nelson, 
General Roca, Senor Bernardino Yriguen, 
Buenos Ayres, Argentine Republic; J. Ra- 
mon de Ybarrola, Tacudaya, Mexico; Wil- 
liam Pearce, J. S.-Dennis, Canada, 

Dr. H. C. White was requested to prepare 
4 paper on irrigation in the south, to be 
presented to the southern irrigation con-

HE WAS TRACKED 400 MILES 


And Caught in This City Yesterday After- 
noon—A Noted Uriminal and 
Robber, It Is Said. 


From the mountains of East Tennessee 
weary and dusty, Brown Allen came to 
Atlanta yesterday, a fugitive from justice.

Hughs, a deputy United States marshal, 
also made his-appearance. 

For four hundred long miles the officer 
has presistently tracked his man and eleven 
days has been consumed in the trip. The 
state of Tennessee was traversed; then Into 
Alabama went the pursued and pursuer, and 
the line of Georgia was reached last night.

of Marion county, Tennessee, and together 
they followed the criminal without sleep 
and only eating as they rode their horses. 

At times they followed the trail with their 
steeds at full speed and at times they 
dismounted and patiently picked their way 
through swamps and over rough and dense- 
ly wooded hills. | 
Yesterday afternoon the object of the 
trip was accomplished, and the man they 
have so faithfully followed was placed in 
a cell. 

Allen Stole Horses. 

On the Wth of this month the man Aller 
stole two very valuable horses from Mr, 
J. R. Jones, the sheriff of Marion county. 
He made his escape and was closely fol- 
lowed. Allen is said to be a professional 
horsethief and is charged with having 
stolen many valuable animals from the 
people of that county. He would run the 
horses out of the state and would return 
and make another haul. These depredations 
have covered a long period anf he has done 
much of this work lately. His reputation 
as a professional horsethief and highway 
robber was known far and wide and there 
was a reward of $100 offered for 
his capture. He is a middle aged man and 
wears a light moustache. His features do 
not resemble those of a criminal and he 
would not be taken for a highwayman on 
first sight. 

He Is Captured Here. 

Yesterday afternoon the deputy marshal 
appeared at the police station and asked 
for a mounted officer, saying that he had 
located his man and desired his arrest. 

Detective Jim Wooten at once 
responded and went with the 
deputy to a wagon yard on Decatur street, 
but the bird had flown. Woeten then fol- 
lowed on foot, 

Mounted Officer Tysor was returning from 
a call and was notified as he was passing 
the wagon yard, He put spurs to his horse 
and followed the route taken by Allen. Al- 
len was in a city hack and the horse was 
being driven at a rapid gait, 

Tysor finally overtook the cab and arrest- 
ed Allen. On the way to the station they 
were joined by Officer Rendell and the depu- 
ty United States marshal and Detective 
Jim Woeten, all of whom had played a part 
in the exciting race, 

in his cell Allen was seen last night. He 
refused flatly to say a word and even had 
nothing to say as to what was his name or 
where his home was. He showed by his 
answers to questions put to him that he 
was a shrewd schemer and was exceedingly 
sharp and quick at repartee. 

There is little doubt that he is the man 
wanted, as he has been identified by the 
men who were after him. Every effort, 
however, at questioning him has proved fu- 
tile and he is as mum as a block of stone. 

The reward of $100 offered for his arrest 
will be divided among several men and it 
is probable that some of the local officers 
will receive. a portion of this amount for 
the services rendered by them, | 

The horses he is said to have brought to 

the city with him have not as yet been lo- 
cated. and as he will give no information 
on the subject their whereabouts must be 
ascertained by a thorough search of the 
city. 
It is claimed by his accusers that he is 
from Nashville, and at one time sold and 
put up lightning rods, He neither affirms 
nor denies this statement. 

Detectives were detailed last night to find 
the stolen horses, Allen, it is said, was 
offering them for sale on the streets early 
yesterday, It is the opinion of the officers 
here that they have succeeded in catching 
the slickest criminal that has ever been in 
the city. 


It is said that he stated that if he had 


possessed a pistol that his arrest would 
never have been accomplished, 

The detectives are scouring the city and 
all the stock yards and stables will be 
searched. Unless he has a partner with 
him who has escgped with the horses they 
will be found. 

Allen wag positively identified and is cer- 
tainly the man wanted. 


The Horses Found. 

At midnight last night Officer Tysor and 
Detective Conn recovered the two horses, 
said to have been stolen by Allen, They 
had searched every point in the city and 
late in the night went out to ‘‘Hermitage 
heights,” a stock farm beyond Grant park. 

This place is owned by Mr, F. W. Ben- 
teen, and he has some fine blooded stock. 
A man calléd at his place yesterday and 
showed the two horses and offered them 
for sale. 3 

Mr. Benteen, refused to buy them. from 
the stranger, as he was not just then in 
the market for more stock. 

The man left the horses at his place and 
said he would return later. But in his stead 
the detective and officer went and brought 
the stolen animals into the city, Mr. Ben- 
teen, fully identified Allen. 

Allen is said to be a noted horse thief 
and is warted in many places, He is a 
hurd criminal, and no doubt his past history 
is full of evil deeds. 

The capture by Conn and Tysor is cer- 


tainly a fine piece of work and upen their 


return last night with the horses they re- 
ceived the hearty congratulation of the 
officers at the station house. The entire 
city was searched by them, and in three 
hours they succeeded in bringing them in.
